Their Pajeſties Righteous Undertakings, and Conſummate the 
WI Deliverance of Nations, by Seftling the ſame in a arm and 
Ne [ K laſting ſtate of Peace, Security and 8 Have thought fit 
IF Ages A * to Appoint, and do, (by and with the Advice of Their Pzivy Coun⸗ 
CI. <TD net cil) hereby Appoint and Command a General and Publick Faſt 
Se and Humiliation, to be Oblerved thzoughout this Realm of Eng- 
land, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, in 
moſt Devout and Solemn manner, foz Supplicating Almighty God fox the Pardon of our 
Sins, and foz Pmplozing his Bleſſing and Pzotection in the Pzeſervation of Their Majeſties 
Sacred Perſons, and Pꝛoſperity of Their Arms both at Land and Sea, to be Religiouſly Kept 
and Obſerved on Friday the Eighth Day of April next, and thencefozth on the Second Wedneſday 
of every following Month during the pzeſent War. And koz the moze ozderly Solemnizing 
of the ſaid ſeveral Faſt-Days, Their Pajeſties have given Directions to the Right Reverend 
the Biſhops of this Kingdom, to Compoſe a Fozm of Pꝛaper ſuitable to this Occaſion, to be 
Uſed in all Churches and Chappels, and other Places of Publick Wozſhip ; And have given 
Charge foz the Diſperling thereofthzough their {ſeveral Dioceſſes in the whole Kingdom, And 
Their Majeſties do molt expzeſly Charge and Command, That the ſaid Faſtings and P2ayers 
be Soberly, Reverently and Decently Perfozmed by all Their Loving Subjects, as they tender 
the Favour of Almighty God, and upon pain of ſuch Puniſhments, as Their Pajeſties can 
juſtly Inflict upon all ſuch as ſhall Contemn oz Neglect ſo Religious a Mork.
